by the Singapore City Council from his job as head of 
the Council’s ‘Information Bureau. 
The dismissal was made on the instructions of the 


Minister for Local Government, Lands and 
Housing, Dato Abdul Hamid bin Haji Jumat. 


However, Wang sald in a 
Press statement he would take 
the matter to court and prove 
that the Minister had acted 
wrongly and that the actlon was 
"vicious, spiteful and politically 
motivated.” 

The Singapore City Council 
hid decided at a meeting on 
May 8 to reccommend fo the 
Minister that Wang should be 
summarily dismissed for “In- 
subordination and’ for deposil- 
ingen file on the making of 4 
film on City Council tietlvities 
with outside Individuals without 
hoving obtained the necessary 
permission to do 50." 


Paid Salary 


Wang waa pald his salary 
up to the day of dismissal and 
his letter of dismissal gave 
three grounds for the sctlon. 
The letter alleged = “Improper 

behaviour" in publishing a let- 
ter in the Nanyang Siang: Pao 
on May 26 without pertnisslon; 
participation in politleal aetivi- 
tles without authority; and the 
velention of a City Councll Mle 
without permission, 

Wang answered the charge 
that he had taken part in 
polltleal actlyitles by saying 
that slnce he was only a tem- 
porary oMcer and not In the 
restricted class he was “at com- 
plete liberty to take port in 
political activities.” 

As for the allegation that he 
had retained a Clty Council file 
without permission, he sald he 
had turned over one file to the 
Acting City Secretary und an- 
other to the Senior Crown 
Counsel. 

“T have retained no file,” he
